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PREFATORY    NOTE   TO   PART  III. 


r  I 1HE  preparation  of  Part  III  of  "  State  Publications  "  has  been  att'juded  with 
difficulties  similar  to  those  which  retarded  Part  II,  and  has  extended  over  a 
second  interval  of  three  years.  As  is  shown  by  the  title-page,  it  covers  the 
States  stretching  from  the  west  bank  of  the  Mississippi  to  the  Pacific  coast,  with  the 
exception  of  Arkansas,  Louisiana,  and  Texas  (which  belong  naturally  to  the  group 
of  Southern  States,  to  be  covered  in  Part  IV)  as  well  as  the  present  organized  Terri- 
tories of  Arizona,  New  Mexico,  Oklahoma,  and  Hawaii,  the  unorganized  Indian 
Territor}*,  and  the  District  of  Alaska.  Work  has  already  been  begun  on  the  State 
publications  of  the  fifteen  remaining  States,  which  present  peculiar  difficulties,  partly 
because  of  their  long  history,  several  of  them  being  among  the  original  thirteen  States, 
and  partly  because  of  the  complications  resulting  from  the  Confederate  and  Recon- 
struction periods. 

Continuing  apology  must  be  made  for  the  imperfection  of  these  lists,  in  spite  of 
all  attempts  toward  completeness  and  of  the  cooperation  of  many  State  Librarians 
and  other  local  authorities.  It  should  be  understood,  however,  that  in  many  cases 
repeated  efforts  have  failed  to  obtain  the  cooperation  from  State  officials  which  might 
reasonably  have  been  expected,  either  because  of  lack  of  interest  on  the  part  of  such 
officials  or  because  of  the  chaotic  condition  of  State  document  collections ;  and  to 
this  cause  may  fairly  be  attributed  a  large  share  of  the  imperfections  which  will 
inevitably  be  discovered  by  users  of  the  bibliography.  The  request  is  therefore 
again  made  that  State  Librarians  and  other  users  will  send  to  the  editor  any  infor- 
mation regarding  publications  not  here  recorded,  and  any  corrections  that  should  be 
made,  either  for  a  possible  appendix  of  errors  and  omissions,  or  for  use  by  others 
when  a  more  complete  bibliography  is  possible  for  an\  State  or  for  all  the  States. 

The  compilation  of  this  part  has  been  exclusively  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  \\ 
Seaver,  whose  experience  in  connection  with  Part  II  has  resulted  in  relieving  the 
editor  from  responsibility  except  for  the  general  plan.  No  one  but  the  editor,  how- 
ever, can  fully  appreciate  the  obstacles  which  have  been  encountered  in  carrying 
on  and  completing  the  work  of  compilation.  Special  acknowledgment  will  be  found 
at  the  head  of  each  list  to  those  who  have  furnished  or  revised  the  large  part  of  the 
material,  and  general  acknowledgment  should  be  made  to  those  who  have  in  lesser 
degree  cooperated  toward  the  final  result.  Acknowledgment  is  specifically  due  to 
Miss  Adelaide  R.  Hasse,  of  the  Document  Department  of  the  New  York  Public 
Library,  who  has  lent  all  possible  assistance  in  connection  with  that  extensive  col- 
lection of  State  documents. 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  general  period  of  the  bibliography  closes  with  the 
year  1900 ;  annual  and  biennial  reports  have,  however,  been  recorded  to  a  later  date, 
and  some  later  publications  also  have  incidentally  been  included.  Particulars  as  to 
the  plan  and  method  employed  will  be  found  in  the  preface  included  in  Part  I,  which 
should  be  consulted  by  users  of  this  part.

Manual  Labor  School.  The  manuscripts  were  prepared  there, 
but  if  my  memory  is  correct  the  printing  was  done  by  the  Rev. 
Francis  Barker  at  the  Baptist  Mission,  which  place  nearly 
joined  the  Manual  Labor  School  farm.  The  Statutes  of  Kansas 
of  1855,  John  T.  Brady,  State  Printer,  were  done  in  St.  Louis." 
The  imprint  of  this  volume  is  therefore  an  error.  It  is  prob- 
able also  that  the  Territorial  Journals  for  1855  were  printed  in 
St.  Louis.
